This means that the city has the 
right to limit the hours of work 
for the men and to force the com¬ 
pany to give them enough Iiours 
for rest. They do things in Ger¬ 
many, where the .Social-Democrats 
have a hand in the city govern¬ 
ments.

lUBLIC HEALTH — 
Under pressure of oe- 
cessity onr cities have 
developed several de¬ 
partments which areof 
a -emi-sorialittic character, in that 
titeir fundioii is to serve the inter¬ 
ests of tlie people as human beings, 
not the interest of part of the peo¬ 
ple as property owners. Most not¬ 
able among these are the depart¬ 
ment of pt^k education, treated in 
last week's lesson, and that of pub¬ 
ic health. In the latter as well as 
tlie former, it is a matter of com¬ 
mon obfervation that the actual ad¬ 
ministrators are often coniparative- 
V progressive, and are much ham¬ 
pered in their work by the oppo- 
rition of both professional politi¬ 
cians and bu.sint^s men. who dom¬ 
inate the general city government 
and control the appropriations, and 
who are actuated partly by a ^ire 
Ibr graft and partly by a desire to 
keep down the tax rate. < 

In spite of this opposition, con- 
sklerabfe progress is being madr, 
and it is within the power of. the 
Social-Democrats and the labor 
movement to promote it and direct 
h in the manner most beneficial to 
the nuLSses of the people, includiiqt 
the working classes.

Is obviously true with regard to 
hygiene, or the 'prevention of dis¬ 
ease. But it is no less true witli 
regards to the cure of disease after 
it has arisea 

The corrupting influence of cap¬ 
italism is not confined to industry 
and business, but extends also to 
the professions. The sale of adul¬ 
terated drugs and of noxious "pat¬ 
ent medicines" and the substitution 
of cheaper for more expensive in¬ 
gredients in the filling of prescrip¬ 
tions in the drug stores arc notor- 
ioos abuses. The medical and sur¬ 
gical profession, with its special¬ 
ized brandies of dentistry, opto¬ 
metry, etc., is also well known to be 
greatly demoralized by coinmerrial- 
ism. Conscientious practitioners 
are at a disadvantage in competition 
with qaaclcs and sharpers who have 
rnorc "busmess ability" than scien¬ 
tific knowledge. Even leaving such 
corruption out of account, the fact 
remains that great numbers of tlie 
people are too poor to pay doctors' 
fees and nurses’ wages or hospital 
charges and bear the other ex¬ 
penses of proper care in time of 
skkness. An enormous proportion 
of the children born in working 
class families die in infancy and a 
still larger proportion grow up 
anaemic, racUtk, crippM. Mind, 
or olhenvise defective, and many 
thousands of women die in child-J 
birth every year—the great major¬ 
ity of whom woold have been 
saved br proper care at ibe rncM 
tiine. Vast nombers of persoM 
bare their fives shortened or 
come (teoeiic ii;«afid* fren ceow,
